In the course of his address on "The 


Healthy .City" this afternoon, Prof. 
Zueblin said: 


"We deliberately waste human life 


every year. Most people who die of 
typhoid fever and 
tuberculosis 
are 


murdered. The old theory ot mothers 
that children have to run the gamut 
of certain diseases is a fallacy^ 


"The problem of proper housing of 


the people Is becoming a serious one 
in the rapidly growing cities, east and 
west. Municipal lodging houses should 
take the place of dives, where filth and 
vice are rampant; yet 'which are the 
temporary homes of many poor people. 
A municipal laundry would make for 
better sanitary conditions, besides tak- 
ing the drudgery of wash . day out o£ 
the home. 'Much of'the evil o£ intem- 
perance -is due to. the present condi- 
tions of city life. Many people become 
victims of intemperance because they 
have to -work long hours or are doing 
some business 
which causes 
great 


strain upon their, minds and bodies. 
They find that liquor stimulates them 
and they gradually become victims, of 
a habit which they cannot break away 
from even though they know'it is un- 
dermining their health. 
If our', large 


cities are too congested, suburban life 
is the best contribution which Amer- 
ica has made to the welfare of the 
cities of the world. 


Sanitation Is Vital. 


"The problem of sanitation is a vital 


one when considered with regard to 
the workshops and other places of in- 
dustry, but especially where the pub- 
lic, schools are concerned. 
In these 


children spend 
many 
years of the 


formative period of their lives; and 
there is the best avenue the world has 
ever known to start a better popula- 
tion. Children have'a right to a good 
start in life. They must be protected. 
Modern schoolhouses are 
good, but 


.there should be more.. The old school- 
houses, where light is poor, heating 
and ventilation bad and sanitary con- 
ditions worse, should be torn 
down. 


There should be -a daily medical in- 
spection of our public schools. Weak 
children, are not able to do the same 
work as their healthier schoolmates. 
Some children are near-sighted, some 
have weak backs, -some weak lungs, 
some are hard of hearing. 
All these 


should be dealt -with so that the physi- 
cal disabilities may be overcome. Les- 
sons on 'first aid to the injured' should 
be given' in the public schools. 


Needs in Water Supply. 


"In regard to the water supply, every 


city ought to have two sources, name- 
ly-a supply of filtered water for gen- 
eral use, and a secondary supply of 
cheaper -water, to tie used in case of 
fires. Not only should the water be 
filtered, but also the sewage. The sew- 
age can all be converted to some good 
us». mostly as fertilizer. Then, instead 
of throwing the liquid matter which Is 
left into a stream to pollute the water, 
it should be put'some place where na- 
ture will filter It first 


"Public lavatorici!. bath rooms and 


laundries are matters of necessitv In 
even: city. 
American cities are far 


behind those of Europe in not having! 
public lavatories. 
All children should! 


be taught to swim. We must also clean. 
the atmosphere, for it is getting dirtier 
every year. The growing use of soft, 
coal is attended by a growing knowl- 
edge of how to consume the carbon; 
there is no excuse for the smoke nui- 
sance today. Streets should be flushed 
more frequently than they 
are and 


garbage should be systematically and 
regularly removed every day. 


Get Near to Nature. 


"Get near to nature; have as much 


sunshine and fresh air as 
possible.. 


Expand our cities, spread them out1 


Into the country. May we not antici- 
pate the day when American cities will 
have one acre of park space to each: 
ten people; when the ocreels will be 
like parks, and the .children will go 
out In the country to school, to make, 
their start in life? 
Then 
we shall1 


really enjoy public health, because we 
have got back to nature." 


The Twentieth Century School.

of those generally accepted by the 
leading modern teachers. 
The ideal 


school will have classes small enough 
to permit of. Individual .instruction, yet 
large enough1 to .be democralic;.-. will 
adapt the work of "the1 earlier years to 
the natural experiences of 'the' child 
gained before entering the school and 
the work of the later years toward fit- 
:ing him for occupation and for citi- 
zenship. Even the best of our public 
school systems fall at the beginning by 
laving too few teachers and too large 
classes, and at the end by leaving 'a 
great gap between the school and occu- 
pation. Exceptions must be noted" in 
the first instance in the case of. some 
o£ the .better, kindergartens, as well as 
grades where the kindergarten meth-

In regard to palms, they,, like other 


plants.' such as ferns and rubber plants", 
are difficult to care for.

As is shown in the illustration, the great Zeppelin airship, to which Germany pins its faith In aerial navigation, is not at all the one enorm ous gas bag Its external appearance 


makes it seem. It Is really supported in the air by seventeen separate balloons'enclosed within a. rather complex aluminum frame and each kept apart from its neighbors by a wall o£ 
Bheet aluminum. Air fills the space between the balloons and the outer covering of the airship, which is of stou t rubberized cotton cloth, stretched over the framework. 


How the Zeppelin airship Is steered is shown in the picture of the triple planed rudder. The-two planes which project from the side of the airship, besides acting as stabilizers, 


form a, passage in which the air flows towards the .rudder, giving it greater steerage power. Below this air passage are the dipping planes, arranged horizontally, which enable the airship 
| to be either raised or lowered in the atmosphere. Details of the rigid frame are seen in th6 smaller cut.

Experiments at Wisconsin Agri- 


cultural Station Find Tarred 


Paper Disks Valuable Aid. 


Tarred paper disks placed around 


cabbage plants will prevent the cab- 
bage maggot flies from laying their 
eggs at the base of the stem of the 
plant Experiments have shown that 
the odor of the tar has a repellent 
effect on the insects. 


It is important that the disks be

Those slightly 
damaged should be treated with carbon 
disulphide' and well fertilized to pro- 
mote growth and vigor.

There Is considerable said of recent 


years concerning the value of the mulch 
for orchards, small fruits, and, indeed, 
many crops. 


I have noticed where I nut a mulch 


of litter and straw about the apple 
trees that the small roots take pos- 
session of the soil up to the very sur- 
face. 


The trees seem to respond to the 


mulch especially in dry season. 


If we go to the forest we find that 


nature keeps the surface of the soil 
covered with a mulch of leaves and 
trash of one kind and another. 


Where the ground Is exposed to 


winds and the leaves are blown away 
we are 
very apt to find dwarfed 


growth of timber and a pretty badly 
exhausted soil, while the aoll where 
the leaves from these exposed places 
are deposited Is correspondingly richer

CAN HEAVES BE CURED? 


Some good horsemen say heaves can- 


not be cured permanently. 
However, 


the trouble is constantly and rapidly 
ncreasing. If 'the case is a mild one 
and of recent origin it may often be 
cured entirely by turning the horse 
out to pasture for two or three months. 
If it is necessary, however, to work a 
norse affected with this trouble, he can 
be relieved greatly by feeding no hay 
except at night and then only a very 
small amount of clean and. bright hay. 
entirely free from dust. If there is any 
danger of dust It is well to dampen it. 
but only bright hay should be given. 
Roots will be found helpful; beets, tur- 
nips, potatoes, or anything of that sort 
that the horse will eat. The amount of 
water should be limited as much as 
possible, and no horse with heaves 
should be given water for two or three 
hours previous to going to work. Dr. 
Law recommends arsenic in five grain 
doses daily and continued for a month 
to two months as especially valuable, 
and says that the bowels must be kept 
easy, by laxatives 
treatment of this sort a horse with 
heaves can be greatly relieved. When 
the disease first comes on it will pay to 
turn the horse to grass, with the hope 
of effecting a cur: at once and before 
the disease progresses to the extent 
where it becomes incurable.

If a farmer gets 
an even lot of eggs, all brown, he can 
soil them at fourteen for ^3 cents (a 
shilling). i,|,t K. would have to sell 
liflwn i-ggs of his jumbled-up lot for 
the same uricu. The continental eggs 
are all uvi.-nly and securely packed, all 
of one color, and yratluU according to 
size. 


The condition of the English farm- 


er's egg basket is very much like the 
i-BS basket of the American farmer. 
There is a reason for it. So long as 
the farmer will continue to harbor 
mongrel poultry he is .sure to have all 
colors and sizes of eggs. Nothing but 
a well-selected and well-bred strain of 
a Kinfcle breed will give the desired unl- 
'ormity. 


In England there are two or three 


nethods employed by poulterers for 
killing their stock.

stretching, by which the fowl is seized 
>y the hocks, the finger and thumb of 
the free hand being placed on the poll 
and the neck is stretched until the 
spinal cord is ruptured. Death is in- 
stantaneous, as well as painless, and 
the blood Hows down into the cavity 
of the neck. 


The other method is to secure the 


fowl as above, stun it by means of a 
smiirt tap at the base of the skull, 
then open Its beak and thrust a sharp 
knife down its throat and withdraw it

MONEY IN RAISING GEESE 


H. DeCourcy. a poultry expert of Ire 


land, says he knows a farmer who madi 
a profit of S1.269 last year raising gees' 
on a twenty acre farm. He paid $10' 
rent and food for 45S geese cost him 
$510. 
He sold 41S young geese for 


$1,554 and 653 eggs for $277. Hay and 
other products of the farm brought 
his total receipts up to $1,989. 
For 


the first week the goslings were fed 
three times a day with a mixture of 
equal parts of oatmeal and barley meal, 
moistened with skimmed milk. After 
this they were fed twice a. day until 
a month old.- Grass is their main food. 


IN THE POULTRY HOUSE 


The male is half the pen—it pays to 


get the best you can buy. 


Poultry is one of the best paying 
hings on the farm 'when properly cared 
'or and brings in something every 
month of the year. 


A uniform llock all of one kind of 


fowls is more satisfactory in appear- 
ance, more easily handled and gives 
more uniform results, and a consider- 
able greater profit, than a mixed lot of 
different kinds. 


Beware of feeding new corn to tur- 


ieys or fowls you are preparing for 
the market. For heavy feeding for fat- 
tening purposes old grain is safest and 
gives much the best results. 
This is 


particularly true in regard to fattening 
turkeys. 


Select a small pen of your best fe- 


males and keep them separate from the 
laying hens in winter. 
Feed them 


rather light so they will not lay much 
and you will get better results from 
them as breeders. Buy the best cock- 
erel you can get to mate with them 
and breed good ones. 


Don't winter a whole* raft of male 


birds that eat about twice as much as 
a hen will and produce nothing. 


The hens will lay better and do 


better every way if no males are ..1- 
lowed to run with them, and the eggs 
will not become stale anywhere near 
so quick as when males are kept with 
the flock. 


One good male and eight or ten of 


the best females will produce all the 
hatching eggs wanted on the average 
farm, and separate quarters should be 
provided for them and the run of the 
farm given to the main flock of laying 
hens and pullets. 


It one wants to breed from twenty to 


twenty-five hens, two males should b« 
nscd on alternate days. While one is 
running with the hens the other shou! 
be cooped and fed extra.

PREPARING GEESE FOR MARKET 


Geese should be grown to large size 


and then finished for the market in 
the shortest possible time. It is a 
good plan to shut them up in a limited 
inclosure and then feed them to the 
limit for about two weeks, selling 
them as soon.as possible after this. 


In many markets the heavier a goose 


weighs the more it brings per pound, 
so it is an object to make them as 
heavy M possible. 


' If a cow is sick she is at once sepa- 
rated from the other animals and taken 
to the hospital. It is a crime in Den- 
mark to use or sell milk from a sick 
cow. 
It ought to be so everywhere. 


The milking is done by women, who 


are not allowed to wear sleeves below 
the elbow. They wear white linen caps 
and aprons, and must not only wash 
the bag o£ the cow. but also wash their 
own hands before milking each time. 


Everything fed the cows is prepared 


with great care—the quality and quan- 
tity is known as nearly as possible. In 
the pasture every weed is pulled and 
the cow is not permitted to eat any- 
thing that will in any way taint the 
milk. The cream is carefully pasteur- 
ized.

But 
vhen the time came to sell year-old 
alves I found out how those invest- 
ments paid. I sold a bull calf for $150 
nd two heifers for $50 each the first 
•ear and three years later I had a herd 
f nine animals that were worth $1.000. 
n fact, they paid me more than that 
n the long run. That lesson In good 
ireeding helped me to see things right 


Then I learned that a bunch of sheep 


leglccted. half fed, poorly housed in 
vjnter, with no system as to breeding, 
vas a poor investment. 
My father 


gave me a flock of ten when I started 
o farm and after three years this had 
ncreased only to sixteen, owing to my 
neglect. Then when I began to sit up 
and take notice, I sent the whole bunch 
o market and bought ten fine grade 
Shropshire ewes and a thoroughbred 
2-year-old ram and took care of them. 
This flock paid me over 100 per cent 
n three years and so I was taught 
another lesson.

cow and aim to feed accordingly. II 
is all right to feed on the ground unless 
it is muddy and wet, when they should 
be £cd in racks; ths threshed cats 01 
coarse feed in a trough. 


The average farmer should keep cleai 


of fads. Gro*-- sheep for both wool and 
mutton. Both arc grown on the same 
carcass and both should be considered 
In the line of profit in their production. 
A sheep is no more a sheep without 
•s-ool than it would be without mutton. 


There arc 90.000.000 people in this 


country, but we arc raising only about 
50.000.060 sheep—half a sheep for each 
person yearly. We ought to be eating 
a whole sheep every twelve months. 
Then the sheep business would hum. 
And this can be brought about by rais- 
ing Rood sheep and educating the for- 
eigners who are coming over at th« 
rate of a million a year to eat thorn.

The annual spring cleaning creates a 


special demand each year for prepara- 
tions that lessen the labors of clean- 
ing, and so every season, new liquids, 
creams, etc., are put upon the mar- 
ket. Many of these cleansers no doubt 
arc excellent and save time and labor, 
but often equally effective agents could 
be prepared at home If housewives only 
knew how to compound and use them. 
Of these simple devices, one for re- 
moving paint from glass, that many 
housekeepers will 
be glad 
to know 


about, Is the use of hot vinegar, which 
almost Immediately eats the paint. 


Another liquid for leather Is effective 


for It brightens the skin that ha^ be- 
come shabby. This preparation con- 
sists of the beaten 
white 
of csss 


rubbed into the leather and allowed to 
dry. 
Then the parts must be gone 


over with a clean cloth. 


A filling cream ready for use Is to be 


had but few of the prepared furniture 
polishes excel that which can be made 
at home from crude uil and turpen- 
tine, two parts of the oil to one of tur-

scratches, dents and marks disappear.

To 
remove every trace of such a blemish 
a paste made from Fuller's earth and 
alcohol is recommended. A cheap lin- 
ing for cracks can be made by dissolv- 
ing glue In boiling water until it is the 
consistency of syrup, then adding saw- 
dust to form a paste.

A box containing oxalic acid in so- I 


lutlon should be 
In 11 house during 


cleaning time. To prepare It. put four 
ounces of oxalic crystals In a bottle I 
and add half a pint of cold water. The 
water will not absorb all the crystals. 


To use, mix three parts of hot water 


to one of the solution. Such a liquid 
will remove stains from linen, dark 
marks on woodwork, nnd whiten al- 
most any article to which It Is applied. 
It should not be used on paint except 
when it Is desired to remove old paint. 
A cheaper method for taking old paint 
is to apply to it a mop, previously 
soaked in a strong solution of common 
washing soda and boiling water. Am- 
monia Is also an excellent agent for 
removing old paint when added to boll- 
Ing water. 


To clean painted woodwork of any 


kind, especially light colors, take three 
quarts ot hot water, three tablespoon- 
ful# of turpentine, two of milk and suf- 
ficient soap to make a strong suds. 
"Wash and then wipe dry with a cloth. 
Those who have tried this solution say 
that It leaves a lustre on the paint, 
while plain soap and water often cause 
a dullness.

Blankets, Pillows and Comforts 


It Is customary, and certainly an ex- 


cellent idea, to subject bed,-bedding, 
pillows, blankets, etc., to a thorough 
cleaning and renovating in the spring. 


When one' has the means to do so. 


the pleasantest plan' is to send each 
article to a professional to be cleaned, 
but the average housewife cannot al- 
ways afford to do this and so must re- 
sort to home remedies. 


Washing blankets is not bard work, 


but It is heavy, so where there are u 
number to be washed a strong woman 
might be hired for a day. the employer 
superintending the process from begin- 
ning to finish. 


To prepare the bath for blankets, two 


cakes of laundry soap should be cut 
up and added to hot water, making a 
Jelly. There is a shredded soap on the 
market that is excellent for blankets 
and woolens. I am told it Is made from 
cotton seed and therefore can not in- 
jure the finest fabric. 


If the water is hard, add borax until 


it is softened, otherwise only sufficient 
for whitening' and cleansing will be 
necessary—a tablespoonful to a pall of 
water. 


Lay the blankets in the solution, cov- 


er and leave for twenty minutes, then 


ft them up and down and squeeze 
hrough the hands, releasing all the 
irt and soil. A board should not bo 
sed, neither should soap be rubbed 
Irectly on the blankets; nor, in fact, 
jn any woolen goods, because soap 
•atches and tangles the tiny hairs, 
vhich cause the material to shrink. 


Put the blankets through the wrlng- 
r Into a second warm soapy bath and 
repeat the first process, then rinse in 
clear warm water and borax. 


Hang to dry, preferably in the sun. 


A sunny, windy day is the 'best for 
blanket washing. 


open air whenever possible (to be thor« 
oughly sunned and aired) and lightly 
beaten with a rattan beater. 


This will release dust that has en- 


tered the felt or hair, as will be sean 
when a whisk broom Is applied. 


Stains may be removed from the cov- 


erings ot mattresses by applying a 
paste made from common starch mixed 
with water. 


The mixture may stay on all day, 


then be thoroughly brushed off. Each 
little tuft on the mattress must be 
lifted, for this is a favorite lodging 
place for dust. 
The edges, too, need 


careful attention, lifting the binding 
when possible. Especially is this nec- 
essary at the corners. A whisk broom 
or a furniture broom is best for remov- 
ing the dust that Is sure to accumu- 
late at these points. 


Pillows may be purified at home with 


little trouble. If only slight renovating 
is necessary, that Is. the ticking is 
clean and the feathers in good condi- 
tion, they may be freshened by pinning 
them to a clothes line in .the air .and 
beating with a rattan cane. 


Robes with fancy panels down the front continue in-favor because they are becoming alike to stout and 


slender women, and because an inexpensive gown so decorated, if the ornamentation is hand embroidery, has 
the appearance of a costly costume, a fact that will appeal strongly to the home dressmaker. 
Made like any , of 


these illustrations, a frock in a light pongee or foulard would be attractive and most serviceable.

The first Important step is to select 
our plank. This should be of hard 
vood, well seasoned, preferably o£ live 
iak, hickory, cedar or cherry. 
These 


3an be made to order of a size to fit 
our oven, or you can buy a good one 
it the housefurnishing stores, costing 
rom fifty cents up, according to size. 
One that is used for fish should not be 
used for meat, as the fish plank should 
not be washed, simply scraped each 
time after using, and its flavor would 
impregnate the meat. If you have a 
home made plank you can use galvan- 
ized wire tacks to hold the steak in 
place, but the purchased ones have a 
wire attachment for mis purpose, and 
some of them also have grooves to hole 
the juices ot the article that is being 
cooked. 


For planking, sirloin or porterhous' 


steak is usually selected. -It should be 


:ut thick and be of the best quality, 
f you desire your steak well done it 
must first be placed on a broiler and 
broiled both sides, one side being bti- 
er done than the other. Then fasten 
the well cooker! side to 
the 
plank, 


which should have been heated in the 
oven until sizzling hot. 
Finish 
the 


broiling under a gas flame or before a 
broiling fire ot coals. 
For 
rare 
or 


medium done steak fasten raw on the 
hot plank—hot enough to char it at 
once. 


When broiled 
to suit 
the 
taste, 


sprinkle • with salt, pepper and a little 
paprika, dot with bits of butter andj 
set on the opened oven door while you 
trim with the various vegetables. These 
should be all ready so as to lose no 
time.' There should be hot mashed 
creamy potatoes, that caiv be piped 
around the edges of the plank, using 
a pastry tube, or the potato can be 
mounded into little rosettes at either 
end or equi-distant. Between 
these, 


arrange little mounds of tiny boiled 


and well seasoned onions, well seas- 
oned peas, carrots'or cauliflower. Fill 
In open spaces with bits of parsley or 
water cress, or surround the potato 
with a wreath of the green. 
A lemon 


cup filled with maitre d'hotel butter 
can be placed at either end of 
the 


plank, if desired. Mushrooms often ap- 
pear as a part of the garnish, and from 
the meat juice caught in the broiler or 
from beef stock, a well seasoned sauce 
maybe made to be passed when serv- 
ing the meat. Of course the steak is 
sent to the table on the plank, setting 
it on a large salver or tray.

New York City in Three Months. 


To prevent as far as possible the 


number of robberies in New York get- 
ting into the newspapers, only six of 
the largest pawn-shops are now trust- 
ed with the daily'list of stolen articles 
as printed at police headquarters un- 
der the direction of Inspector McCal- 
ferty. These lists show, however, that 
since Jan. 1 more than $1,000,000 worth 
of goods has been stolen from the resi- 
dents of this city. 


The lists left at the big pawnshops 


daily are printed on green paper, and 
are divided under the various head 
ings—watches stolen, diamonds, jew- 
elry, silverware, clothing, etc. 
They 


are marked confidential and are signed 
by Commissioner Bingham. 


The remaining loan-shop proprietors, 


numbering about 195 on the east and 
west sides of the city, have no lists 
sent to them, and for tho last six 
weeks, the detectives have ceased to 
make their daily rounds to inquire aft- 
er stolen property. As a result the 
majority' of the' pawnbrokers do not 
know whether goods have been stolen 
or not, and the public suffers in the 
end, as it makes things easy for the 
burglars to get rid of their loot—New 
York Times.

"I am not u lion huntress," she said 


at the- Cosmopolitan hotel today, "and 
I wish to correct some of the strange 
impressions which Americans have ot 
the country which I have adopted as 
my home. Mr. E. S. Clege, to whom I 
am engaged, Is a mining engineer in 
Africa and a hunter. I have done some 
hunting myself, but my private opin- 
ion is that there is really very little 
genuine sport about hunting in Africa 


"Mr. 
Clegs and his men friends oft- 


en go out and they kill hundreds of the 
so-called dangerous beasts. 
They do 


run some risk of getting fever am 
they are oCten ill' after" they return 
from these trips, but that is all I have 
seen exciting. 


"It is easy to kill all manner o: 


beasts if you go in the right districts 
But what good are they after you kll 
them? Shooting lions is as easy as i 
would be shooting domestic cats in 
New York. 
The slaughter of these 


animals Is so easy, I assure you the na 
tives never try to kill them except ti 
keep them Irom 'coming up to the! 
very doors and stealing their chickens 
or children; 


"The natives are not a warlike or 


vicious people. They are as gentle and 
docile as 'the quadrupeds which roam 
oi'er our valleys and fields. We make 
servants of them. The boys are em- 
ployed because we cannot get the 


women. They stay In tho 'kraals' and] 
do the hard farm work. A native Is 
ranked in Importance according to the 
number of wives and daughters he bus 
•working for him. If he is very well to 
do he may have five or six wives and 
many daughters. Each husband is re- 
quired to pay £1 gold per year for 
every wife he maintains. A wife is 
worth ten head ol cattle. 


"The English government docs not 


permit the natives to carry arms, but 
of course there are some guns con- 
cealed in 'kraals.' It la impossible to 
keep the natives of such a large coun- 
try from owning them, but lately they 
have used them only lor killing edible 
game. Tho natives are not, however, 
such a carnivorous race as you in 
America 
commonly suppose. . They 


drink 'lutjala,' which is made from a 
very small corn. It is not as intoxicat- 
ing as your beer, but it effects those 
simple lived people quickly, and the 
government constantly 
endeavors to 


suppress its manufacture. 


"There, are many erroneous Impres- 


sions in America about the vast wealth 
which is to be picked up in Africa. I 
would not advise you to go there seek- 
ing your fortune unless you are well 
fortified with financial backing. Money 
is only made after long years of hard 
work. In the district where I have 
lived, around Bulawayo, the climate is 
fine, being something like your South- 
ern California or Florida. Farming is 
uncertain until -you have learned the 
many snags. 
Mining is the 
grea 


thing, but gold, diamonds and rubies 
do not lie around waiting for you to 
pick them up. Miners there work hard- 


er, I think, than tho miners of you 
western country, and trio chances 
failure aro equally great. 


"It is all frontier life, and it you ar 


lot willing to give up the rcfinomen 
of your highly civilized life, Africa 
no place for you."

Not a very long curriculum, sureiy, i 


even for a man born blind. Yet that 
single piece of knowledge was worth 
a ton of the things ordinarily known. 
Moreover, he did not say that "one 
thing" was all he 'knew. He merely 
seized upon the "one thing" which 
meant most to him Just then, the 
thing which he supremely knew, aad 
thrust it in the faces of his tormen- 
tors—"One thing I know." 


For men who can say that same 


thing the age is always waiting. Men 
who know one thing, 'and who know 
that one thing supremely well, are al- 
ways in demand. 
Many a brilliant 


fellow has been spoiled by his versa- 
tility. Of such a one, prominent in 
professional circles, his friend said 
recently: 
"He failed by knowing too 


many things, and not knowing any 
one of them profoundly." 
Not our 


versatility, but our grip on one par- 
ticular thing, is what really counts. 


Most of us begin life as "Eileen," 


in Chambers' recent novel, said she 
began—expecting to know "every- 
thing about everything." 
Soon, how- 


ever, we reach the stage at which we 
are content to know "everything 
about something." 
And we probably 


end, 
as she did, by confessing, that 


the most we can hope is to know 
"something about something." But to 
know that something supremely well, 
and to subordinate every other knowl- 
edge to it, is one part of greatness. 


There were many things, doubtless, 


which General Grant did not know. As 
a wood seller he was worsted by all 
his neighbors in the business. 
He 


was so little fitted for commercial life 
that all the world knew of his failure. 
In a certain clerkship he was account- 
ed a dreaming nobody. But he knew 
"one thing"—knew it so thoroughly 
that he left bis whole country in debt 
to h»m;-knew it so splendidly that his 
name has gone down in history as one 
of its greatest military strategists. 


It was said of a certain professor 


that he "knew nothing but Greek." 
Socially he was hopeless—so absent 
minded that if his head had boas." • 
tachable he would have left it in the 
tall. He lived Greek, dreamed Greek, 
and—if one might judge from his 
cadaverous cheeks—he might hava 
subsisted on Greek Drools. But ho 
knew a thing which his pitying stu- 
dents had yet to leam—tha* all tho 
world asks of any man is that he 
kaow one thing well.' And. dying, he 
will leave the whole world in his 
debt 


Darwin once sadly confessed that 


he bad lost his early love for poetry 


ters also the value of such a man in 
the world."He had to live his own lifa 
on the principle of natural selection. 
To turn in at one gate meant tha 
shutting of other gates behind him. 
And who shall say hut that the culti- 
vation of an early taste for music and 
Shakespeare might have lessened tha 
peerless contribution he made to hu- 
man knowledge. To know one thing 
and to know/ it thoroughly; to submit 
to be called narrow and perverse; to 
dig into a subject rather than to make 
the leaves fly over, it, is the surest 
way to a large place in life. 


But let it be remembered what this 


form*r blind man said he knew. It 
was very simple. It was not some- 
thing which he had done. Something 
had been done for him. He had been 
recipient, not actor. God had opened 
his eyes. His was that fundamental 
irrefragable, final knowledge rest- 
experience. 
"Whereas I was blind, 


now I see." He was not so much lov- 
er as beloved. He had learned his 
greatest lesson by letting another do 
something for him. To know what 
that blind man knew, and to know it 
in the way he know it, is the greates 
thing in the world.
